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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the claims 

Claims 16-33 have been withdrawn. Claims 5 and 34-37 have been canceled. New 
claims 38-53 have been added. Thus, claims 1-4, 6-15, 38-53 are pending and currently under 
examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4, 6-15, and 38-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. This is a new rejection necessitated by applicants' amendment of the 
claims in the response filed 8/2/2005. This is a New Matter rejection. 

Claim 1 (from which all other pending claims depend) has been amended to recite, "the 
number of antigen-presenting cells is greater than the number of cells represented in the lysate". 
Applicants point to page 45, paragraph [0153] as written support for this amendment. However, 
1f [0153] and the related example only provide written support for a single species of cell lysate 
(B16-melanoma cells) and a ratio of 1 tumor cell: 10 DCs. This limited description does not 
provide support for the claimed genus of potential lysates, which may include hyperproliferative 
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cells (which may be cells other than tumor cells, such as stimulated B or T cells), 
microorganism-infected cells, or microorganisms. Furthermore, it does not provide support for 
any ratio of tumor cells:DCs in excess of 1 : 1 , but rather only the 1 : 10 ratio. Finally, it is clear 
from 1f[0086] that the specification, in a general sense, discloses that the ratio of tumor cells:DCs 
should be 1 :1, or should favor the amount of tumor lysate such that "more whole tumor lysate 
must be prepared to load a desired number of DCs" (last two lines of ][[0086]). Thus, the 
amended claims include impermissible New Matter. 

Conclusion 

No claims are allowed. 

Any rejection not repeated in this Office Action is withdrawn, however, the prior art 
rejections made of record will be re-applied if the claims are amended to fall within the scope of 
the cited documents.
